Acting  under  Article  1  of  the  Warrant  the  fol- 
lowing town  officers  were  elected:  Town  Clerk, 
Donald  C.  Bruce;  Town  Treasurer,  Frederick  W. 
Sawyer;  Selectman  for  three  years,  Armen  Gara- 
bedian ;  Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  Harland  H. 
Holt;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  Ernest 
M.  Stickney;  Fire  Wardens  (three)  Jeremiah  J. 
Casey,  Fred  A.  Farwell,  George  F.  Jewett;  High- 
way Agent,  Daniel  D.  Steele;  Auditors  (two)  Fred 
S.  Kimball,  Hugo  Trentini. 

Article  2.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  The  following  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  was  accepted  and  voted.  "We 
approve  the  recommendations  of  the  Auditors  that 
all  income  from  Trust  Funds  should  be  passed 
through  the  Treasurer's  accounts  before  being  dis- 
tributed and  that  all  principal  and  interest  pay- 
ments of  any  indebtedness  created  by  the  Town  for 
any  department  thereof  shall  be  paid  through  the 
Town  Treasurer's  account  rather  than  as  now 
handled  by  the  Selectmen."  In  accordance  with  the 
above  recommendation  F.  W.  Sawyer  presented  the 
following  resolution,  "Resolved  that  such  part  of  the 
total  income  received  by  various  departments  of  said 
Town  of  Milford  as  may  be  necessary  to  repay 
money  borrowed  by  the  Town  and  interest  there 
on,  for  the  use  of  that  particular  department,  be  de- 
posited with  the  Selectmen  when  required  for  pay- 
ment of  obligations  incurred  by  the  Town  for  that 
department,  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions made  by  the  Town  Auditors  in  their  report  for 
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the  year  1939."    This  resolution    was    unanimously 
adopted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  "That  the  Water  Commissioners  investi- 
gate the  advisability  of  purchasing  and  installing  a 
second  Diesel  Engine  for  economy  of  operation" 
was  amended  by  adding  the  "that  a  report  relative 
thereto  be  made  at  some  future  meeting."  Both 
recommendation  and  amendment  were  accepted 
and  adopted. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  to  accept  State  Aid  for 
construction  on  Mason  Road.  The  amount  raised 
and  appropriated  was  $2456.25. 

Article  5.  The  Selectmen  were  authorized  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  if  necessary, 
as  provided  by  law  of  1907.  Also,  it  was  unani- 
mously approved  that  the  present  system  of  the  dis- 
count in  payment  of  taxes  be  continued.

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remodeling  the  town  offices  and  court  room  and  the 
installation  of  a  fire  proof  vault  for  the  safeguard- 
ing of  the  town  books,  papers  and  monies,  were  pre- 
sented and  quite  thoroughly  discussed,  after  which 
the  sum  of  $5000.00  was  raised  and  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  making  said  changes  and  im- 
provements. There  were  no  dissenting  votes.  The 
financing  of  the  $5000.00  was  taken  care  of  under 
Article  11. 

Article  11.  The  sum  of  $16,000.00  was  raised 
and  appropriated  to  widen  and  rebuild  Amherst 
Street  from  the  Stone  Bridge  to  Souhegan  Street. 
Explanation  was  made  to  the  voters  that  the  surveys 
had  been  made  and  the  approximate  cost  of  the 
work  had  been  carefully  worked  out.  There  was 
considerable  discussion  of  the  matter. 

In  connection  with  the  financing  of  this  appropri- 
ation and  of  the  $5000.00  appropriated  for  the  al- 
terations and  repairs  in  the  Town  House,  a  resolu- 
tion was  presented  by  F.  W.  Sawyer,  and  accepted 
by  the  voters. 

This  resolution  was  corrected  to  read  as  follows: 
"Whereas,  the  voters  of  said  Town  of  Milford,  in 
annual  meeting  assembled  on  the  12th  day  of 
March,  1940  have  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5000.00  for  certain  alterations  and  im- 
provements to  the  Town  House  Building,  and 

Whereas,  the  voters  of  said  Town  of  Milford 
also  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$16,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  widening  and  rebuild- 
ing Amherst  Street  in  said  Town,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  combined  cost  of  both  proj- 
ects, amounting  in  the  aggregate  to,  not  exceed, 
$21,000.00,  be  financed  and  covered  by  an  issue  of 
Serial  Notes  of  said  Town  of  Milford,  to  be  the 
direct  obligation  of  said  Town,  in  the  sum  of,  not 
to  exceed,  $21,000.00,  to  be  dated  on  or  about  May 
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15th,  1940,  and  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  ex- 
ceed two  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annu- 
ally; said  notes  to  be  issued  in  serial  form  maturing 
at  a  rate  of  $3000.00  in  each  year,  beginning  with 
the  year  1940,  and  shall  be  in  denominations  of 
$500.00  each,  payable  as  they  mature  at  the  office 
of  the  Town  Treasurer." 

Article  12.  The  matter  of  extending  the  Town 
Water  from  Charles  Ricciardi's  on  the  Mason  Road 
to  Walter  Philbrick's  was  discussed  and  it  was 
unanimously  voted  that  the  disposition  of  this  pro- 
posal be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Com- 
missioners and  the  Selectmen. 

Article  13.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  transfer  of  the  Mary 
I.  Towne  Cemetery  Trust  Fund  from  the  Town 
Treasury  to  the  general  Cemetery  Trust  Fund,  as 
required  by  law. 

Aticle  14.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  administer  and  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

Article  15  and  16.  The  Selectmen  were  author- 
ized to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  any  Federal 
or  State  grants  that  may  be  offered  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  employment  to  labor  and  the  sum  of 
$2000.00  was  appropriated  as  the  Town's  share, 
under  Article  6. 

Article  17.  On  motion  of  Fred  T.  Wadleigh,  it 
was  voted  to  accept  all  printed  reports  of  town  of- 
ficers and  committees. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  by 
James  Opie: 

"March  12,  1940. 
"Mr.  Chairman:  The  Planning  Board  recommends 
and  moves  for  adoption :

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  CEMETERIES 

Due  to  the  wet  climate  this  past  summer  it  was 
necessary  to  do  considerable  more  mowing  in  the 
cemeteries.    Mowing  has  been  done  on  unsold  lots 
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as  well  as  the  lots  appropriated  for.    This  year  sev- 
eral trees  were  trimmed. 

On  account  of  the  late  season  in  the  spring  of 
1939  and  the  drought  of  that  summer  many  of  the 
perpetual  lots  needed  fertilizing  and  seeding  which 
was  accomplished  this  year. 

Every  spring  many  of  the  roads  leading  into  the 
cemeteries  are  broken  up  due  to  the  frost.  There- 
fore plans  were  made  to  regravel  them  in  the  fall 
so  as  to  get  a  solid  foundation,  which  curtailed  the 
expense  in  the  spring. 

At  the  northeast  part  of  the  Riverside  Cemetery 
a  large  piece  of  ground  has  been  plowed  and  is 
ready  for  grading,  from  which  several  lots  will  be 
made  to  be  used  when  necessary. 

A  new  fence  is  needed  on  the  northeast  side  of 
Riverside  Cemetery  as  the  present  chestnut  posts 
are  badly  rotted.  Metal  fencing  such  as  was  erect- 
ed several  years  ago  on  the  southeast  side,  through 
a  gift  from  the  Pillsbury  funds,  would  save  expense 
as  it  would  not  require  the  replacement  that  wooden 
fencing  does  so  frequently.

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  there  is  no 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Commission.  The  re- 
port of  the  Treasurer  tells  its  own  story  and  is  as 
enlightening  as  anything  that  can  be  added  at  this 
time.  Three  months  hence,  in  the  open  season,  much 
work  that  is  now  at  a  half-way  stage  will  be  com- 
pleted. Last  May  one  of  the  long  time  anticipated 
improvements  was  accomplished  at  the  intersection 
of  Union  and  East  Union  Streets,  Milford's  smallest 
park,  wihere  the  ancient  sentinel  oak  tree  stands  at 
the  foot  of  Dean  Moore  Hill. 

In  1925,  this  triangular  grass  spot  was  named 
for  Louis  Sumner  Hartshorn,  deceased,  young 
World  War  veteran.  He  was  born  in  that  vicinity 
and  lived  in  six  different  houses  on  Union  Street.  In 
1932  the  picturesque  old  oak  tree  received  much 
needed  surgery  and  experts  gave  it  satisfactory  at- 
tention. As  traffic  had  increased  around  it  automo- 
biles were  up  to  the  very  trunk  of  the  tree  and 
cutting  bark  and  roots.  It  was  being  sprayed  each 
season  but,  now,  it  must  be  saved  or  neglected  en- 
tirely. For  a  long  time  previously,  the  town  officials 
had  been  ready  to  grade  the  little  park  and  install 
the  first  granite  curbed  intersection  in  town.  Many 
nearby  towns  have  several  such  attractive  spots.  In 
May,  it  was  surveyed,  graded,  curbed  and  seeded 
and  the  grass  green  for  Memorial  Day. 

Each  commissioner  has  done  his  committee  work 
separately  and  collectively.    The  new  flagpole  for 
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Shepard  Park,  ordered  last  season,  did  not  prove  to 
be  acceptable  wjhen  it  was  ready  for  delivery  and  a 
new  one  is  being  prepared. 

The  skating  rink  there  has  been  maintained  and 
enjoyed  by  the  youngsters  all  winter.  Among  the 
coming  expenses,  the  establishment  of  town  water 
has  been  figured  in  the  budget  to  facilitate  its  oper- 
ation. The  expense  for  playground  equipment  re- 
pairs has  been  light  this  year  but  it  will  have  to  be 
thoroughly  overhauled  now,  and  other  work,  al- 
ready begun,  completed.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milf ord : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1940,  together  with  the  financial  report  of  the 
Treasurer. 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  twelve  regular 
and  three  special  meetings. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  new  items 
of  expense,  that  was  unusual,  owing  to  the  many 
changes  on  some  of  the  main  streets.  This  required 
the  relocating  of  many  hydrants  and  gates.  The 
Board  protested  to  the  Department  of  State  High- 
way Engineers,  about  this  expense  being  borne  by 
our  department,  not  being  fair,  and  after  confer- 
ence, we  were  able  to  get  some  concessions  on  labor 
costs,  that  relieved  us  of  several  hundred  dollars  of 
expense. 

We  had  requests  from  residents  on  West  Street 
and  Mason  Road  for  extension  of  mains,  but  had  to 
refuse  them,  owing  to  lack  of  revenue  on  the  invest- 
ment. 

A  new  truck  was  purchased  during  the  year  and 
the  old  one  traded  in  as  part  payment. 

Vandalism  of  the  department  properties  has 
been  very  evident  the  past  year  and  it  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Water  Commissioners,  a  high  wire  fence 
should  be  erected  around  both  of  the  standpipes, 
also  around  the  pumping  station,  where  much  valu- 
able property  is  stored  at  present  and  should  be  bet- 
ter protected.  We  hope  our  income  during  the  com- 
ing year  will  enable  us  to  carry  out  this  plan. 

Our  cash  balance  will  enable  us  to  meet  our  re- 
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quired  payments,  retiring  our  notes  on  the  stand- 
pipe,  for  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  I  hereby  sub- 
mit a  report  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1940. 

The  activities  of  this  department  have  been  con- 
fined largely  to  relocating  of  hydrants  and  resetting 
gate  boxes  made  necessary  by  the  rebuilding  of  the 
State  Road  on  Elm,  Nashua  and  Amherst  Streets. 
The  entire  expense,  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
amount  for  labor,  was  borne  by  the  Water  Depart- 
ment. 

The  coming  year,  we  should  extend  the  water  on 
George  Street,  as  far  as  King  Street,  laying  six  inch 
pipe  all  the  way,  and  replacing  about  150  feet  of 
four  inch  pipe.  We  have  had  an  application  for  a 
small  extension  on  Park  Street  to  accommodate  one 
house  and  possibly  two. 

We  are  still  using  electric  power  for  our  low  lift 
pumping,  that  is,  from  the  wells  to  the  filter.  A  com- 
parison of  the  cost  between  Diesel  and  electric  pow- 
er will  be  noted  in  the  statistics.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Milford  Free  Library : 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Mil- 
ford Free  Library  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1941. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  just  closed  was 
41,678,  nearly  a  thousand  more  than  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

Miss  Ames  has  been  holding  a  story  hour  for  the

children  this  last  winter  each  Saturday  morning.  As 
a  rule  the  attendance  has  been  good  and  much  in- 
terest shown.  Miss  Ames  gave  special  attention  to 
this  branch  of  library  work  at  the  summer  school 
at  Durham  last  summer  and  is  spending  much  extra 
time  in  preparing  for  these  morning  sessions. 

Again  we  observed  "Book  Week"  in  November 
by  an  exhibition  of  new  books  for  children  and  a 
reading  contest  for  which  book  prizes  were  given  to 
those  who  had  read  the  greatest  number  of  books 
on  the  list. 

The  most  outstanding  books  bought  were  the  set 
on  machine  shop  work  operations,  nine  volumes, 
which  were  purchased  with  money  from  the  Keyes 
Fund. 

Both  librarians  attended  the  New  Hampshire 
Library  Association  meeting  at  Keene  for  one  day.

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Report  of  Town  Planning  Board 


The  Milford  Planning  Board  has  now  been  oper- 
ating for  five  years.  The  Board  has  held  regular 
meetings  but  as  Planning  is  of  necessity  a  long  pro- 
gram, the  accomplishments  have  been  slow  and  may 
seem  of  small  importance  to  many,  but  with  the  lim- 
ited funds  at  our  disposal  we  feel  that  we  are  now 
on  the  road  to  real  benefit  to  the  town,  namely  the 
formation  of  a  "Master  Plan." 

The  main  project  or  survey  which  has  been 
started  this  year  and  is  nearing  completion  is  the 
Tax  Map.  The  Tax  Map  project  was  made  possible 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  W.  P.  A.  This  map 
wjhen  completed  will  lessen  the  work  of  the  assessors 
to  a  very  large  extent  as  every  piece  of  property 
can  be  located  and  a  complete  history  of  that  piece 
of  property  found  through  the  very  complete  card 
file  which  accompanies  the  map.  The  Board  is  con- 
fident this  map  is  a  very  worthwhile  addition  to  the 
town  records. 

We  have  appointed  several  committees  this  year 
to  make  different  surveys  which  when  completed 
will  give  the  Board  a  very  complete  picture  of  our 
town,  and  by  this  picture  we  can  formulate  a  Master 
Plan.  This  Master  Plan  when  decided  upon  will 
give  us  a  working  program  whereby  we  will  be  able 
to  work  for  the  betterment  of  our  town  along  lines 
that  will  definitely  tell  us  whether  we  are  getting 
our  money's  worth  from  our  different  town  depart- 
ments or  whether  some  more  economical  progam 
should  be  adopted  to  insure  a  more  stable  system  of 
town  government. 

We  have  made  a  very  valuable  addition  to  the 
Board  this  year,  namely  a  Junior  Planning  Board 
composed  of  six  High  School  students.  These  boys 
and  girls  with  the  cooperation  of  Headmaster  Truell 
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and  under  the  guidance  of  the  Planning  Board  are 
making  a  very  complete  survey  of  our  Town  House 
Building.  When  this  is  completed  no  doubt  much  in- 
formation will  be  found  which  should  be  of  much 
interest  to  the  voters  of  Milford.  This  Junior  Board 
is  attracting  much  attention  in  Planning  circles  of 
the  state  and  has  received  much  praise  from  the 
State  Board.  Much  credit  should  be  given  to  Mr. 
Garabedian  in  forming  this  group  and  also  for  his 
work  as  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board. 

We  also  want  to  give  great  credit  to  Mrs.  Bernice 
Perry,  who  is  acting  as  Supervising  Engineer  for  the 
town  in  connection  with  the  Tax  Map,  also  for  tak- 
ing aerial  pictures,  for  which  she  received  a  very 
small  fee  in  comparison  to  the  value  of  these  pic- 
tures. 

For  the  coming  year  your  board  is  asking  for 
$500.00.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  very  reasonable 
amount  in  order  to  continue  our  program  of  making 
the  different  surveys  and  establishing  a  Master  Plan 
which  is  bound  to  be  invaluable  to  Milford  for  years 
to  come.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Milford: 

Purposes  in  Defense 

The  unsettled  condition  of  world  affairs  de- 
mands a  "bold  and  comprehensive  program  for  the 
defense  of  American  democracy, "  as  a  recent  state- 
ment puts  it.  This  program  may  be  considered  in 
three  parts — military,  economic,  and  moral. 

Industry  is  rapidly  providing  the  new  mechan- 
ized instruments  of  war.  The  training  of  men  to 
operate  them  goes  on  apace.  We  are  making  every 
effort  to  establish  an  effective  military  defense. 

The  economic  depression  must  be  conquered 
and  the  millions  of  unemployed  returned  to  produc- 
tive effort.  Recent  figures  indicate  progress  has 
been  made  to  bring  greater  utilization  of  capital, 
labor,  resources,  and  organizing  skill.  We  aim  to 
maintain  the  highest  possible  standard  of  living  as 
is  consistent  with  national  defense. 

But  the  third  aspect  of  defense  is  the  most  diffi- 
cult as  it  deals  with  the  moral  or  spiritual.  Preserva- 
tion of  the  ideals  of  democracy  is  indeed  the  watch- 
word. Understanding  of  the  nature  and  goals  of 
democracy  is  essential.  Deep  loyalties  and  devotion 
to  the  building  of  a  better  America  is  a  second  re- 
quirement. The  maintenance  of  conditions  con- 
ducive to  national  unity  is  still  another  necessity. 
We  must  prove  to  the  world  that  democracy  does 
function  in  a  crisis. 

The  first  two  aspects  of  defense  are  largely  in 
the  hands  of  government  and  industry.  The  schools 
as  a  unit  in  society  play  a  minor  part.  But  in  the 
moral  aspect,  the  schools  have  a  very  definite  duty. 
We  hope  to  and  can  achieve  greater  civic  under- 
standing, firmer  loyalties,  and  increased  intellectu- 
al competence,  as  well  as  improved  health  and  phy- 
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sical  fitness.  No  one  would  advocate  a  shorter  pro- 
gram for  our  youth.  In  fact,  our  leaders  expect  the 
youth  to  stay  in  school  and  point  to  education  as  a 
greater  necessity  than  ever.  Let  the  schools  reflect 
the  needs  of  the  hour. 

Thus,  we  define  our  purposes  as  America 
hastens  the  defense  of  democracy. 

Teachers 

Milford  was  more  fortunate  in  retaining  its 
teachers  this  year  than  was  the  case  last  year.  Two 
of  the  staff  withdrew  to  accept  more  lucrative  posi- 
tions in  other  states,  while  another  left  to  begin  the 
study  of  medicine.  The  other  change  came  after 
school  had  opened  this  fall  when  Mr.  Wood  was 
called  to  the  service  with  the  National  Guard.  Thus, 
three  of  the  changes  were  voluntary,  the  fourth  was 
necessary  and  unavoidable. 

You  realize  the  value  of  continued  service  of 
teachers  beyond  their  first  or  second  year  of  experi- 
ence. Comparisons  of  1939  and  1940  lead  me  to  be- 
lieve that  your  study  of  the  problem  of  teachers' 
salaries  and  retention  is  beginning  to  bear  fruit.  If 
there  are  no  more  vacancies  this  spring  than  last,  I 
will  conclude  that  your  hopes  are  being  realized. 

The  changes  made  since  the  last  report  follow: 
Barbara  Gullberg  of  Worcester  replaces  Elizabeth 
Wilson  and  teaches  English  and  Latin;  Helen  Maeck 
of  Vermont,  now  Mrs.  Hopwood,  replaces  Helen 
Wheeler  and  teaches  Music  and  Junior  High  Eng- 
lish; James  Noucas  of  Manchester  replaces  Alan 
Davidson  and  teaches  Junior  High  Science,  Physical 
Education,  and  coaches  basketball ;  Lawrence  Stew- 
art replaces  Frederick  Wood  and  teaches  the  social 
subjects  and  coaches  track. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  effects  of  military  preparation  upon  the  re- 
tention of  the  male  members  of  your  teaching  staff. 
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Already  we  have  lost  one  and  there  are  other 
changes  imminent.  I  hesitate  to  predict  what  may 
happen  to  the  schools.  The  schools  need  men  as  well 
as  women.  I  hope  for  as  little  interruption  of  school 
work  as  is  possible.  The  training  of  our  youth  must 
go  on — it  cannot  wait. 

Pupil  Achievement 

Last  May  we  made  rather  extensive  use  of  a 
testing  program  to  determine  where  our  pupils  stood 
with  respect  to  others  of  the  same  grade  or  age  in 
other  communities,  and  to  detemine  our  needs  for 
emphasis  during  the  current  year.  Below  you  will 
find  a  summary  of  the  results  by  grades:

An  explanation  of  the  table  may  be  appropriate. 
The  first  column  indicates  the  grade  tested  in  May 
1940.  The  second  column  shows  the  progress  in  the 
grade  the  pupils  should  score  as  a  minimum  or  2.8 
means  the  eighth  month  of  grade  2.  The  third  col- 
umn gives  the  actual  scores  of  the  eight  grades  test- 
ed; as  4.1  or  first  month  of  the  fourth  grade.  If  a 
grade  score  is  lower  than  the  standard,  then  there 
is  a  weakness  evident  and  a  need  for  emphasis. 

The  results  shown  are  good.  One  grade  failed 
to  meet  its  grade  standard  by  two  months;  another 
by  four  months.  The  other  six  grades  reached  or 
exceeded  their  goals.  A  study  of  weaknesses  by  sub- 
jects reveals  the  need  for  stress  in  spelling  and  that

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has  been  much  of  our  work  this  year.  We  are  study- 
ing the  question  of  new  books  and  different  meth- 
ods. We  hope  to  overcome  and  correct  this  weak- 
ness. 

I  am  pleased  to  include  with  the  achievements  of 
pupils  commendation  for  the  success  of  "Open 
House  Night."  Two  hundred  fifty  nine  visitors  made 
1060  visits  on  a  very  rainy  evening.  This  is  a  large 
increase  over  the  previous  year's  record.  I  suspect 
that  a  large  number  came  to  the  school  because  the 
pupils  invited  them.  Considerable  of  the  publicity 
was  done  by  pupils.  Pupils,  therefore,  share  the  suc- 
cesses with  the  teachers.  In  addition,  let  me  say 
that  any  day  is  Open  House  and  requires  no  special 
invitation.

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Suggestions 

My  suggestions  are  largely  tied  up  with  the 
budget.  The  regular  budget  covers  the  general 
running  expenses  of  the  schools  but  there  are  spe- 
cial items  which  require  special  financing,  as  insur- 
ance, major  repairs  and  additions  to  equipment.  You 
will  note  that  the  budget  has  been  extended  to  in- 
clude suggestions  for  the  amounts  desired  to  ac- 
complish the  tasks. 

Last  year  extensive  roof  repairs  were  completed 
at  the  Elementary  School  and  started  at  the  High 
School.  The  requested  amount  is  to  finish  the  work 
at  the  High  School.  The  need  is  urgent. 

The  High  School  heating  system  is  so  installed 
that  it  divides  itself  into  four  areas  fed  by  main  lines 
of  steam.  Each  of  these  mains  could  be  equipped 
with  automatic  check  valves  and  thermostats  so  that 
steam  would  go  only  to  those  zones  which  the  ther- 
mostat required.  Thus,  there  would  result  no  over- 
heating one  zone  in  order  to  send  heat  to  another. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  saving  in  fuel  would  be  suf- 
ficient to  pay  for  the  cost  of  installation  in  four  or 
five  years.  This  saving,  added  with  the  greater  ef- 
ficiency of  your  heating  system,  is  strong  argument 
for  its  inclusion  in  the  budget. 

As  the  title  states,  we  hope  to  see  the  interiors 
of  the  Pine  Valley  and  Laurel  Schools  refreshed 
with  paint  and  varnish.  With  whatever  money  re- 
mains from  the  requested  amount,  we  would  like  to 
apply  it  to  interior  painting  at  the  High  School. 

Some  years  ago  the  inside  of  the  chimney  at  the 
Elementary  School  received  a  skim  coating  of 
plaster  to  prevent  leakage  of  gas  and  smoke  into 
the  walls  of  the  surrounding  building.  As  this 
plaster  is  gradually  disappearing  we  must  suggest 
a  remedy  and  estimate  the  cost  to  clean  the  chimney 
and  waterproof  or  glaze  the  interior  wftth  a  material 
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far  more  permanent  than  exists  at  the  present. 

My  last  suggestion  concerns  the  shop  and  addi- 
tions to  its  equipment.  Each  year  since  aid  was 
granted,  new  equipment  has  been  added.  In  view  of 
the  sizeable  aid  check,  it  does  not  seem  unreason- 
able to  request  funds  to  replace  or  add  machines. 
The  vocational  courses  are  very  popular  and  must 
be  well  equipped  to  offer  the  greatest  advantages  to 

your  pupils. 

Appreciations 

I  am  duly  grateful  to  an  interested  School  Board, 
to  a  loyal  staff  and  to  a  cooperative  citizenry  for  the 
successful  and  useful  year  just  past.  I  hope  that 
the  children  for  whom  our  efforts  have  been  direct- 
ed have  made  the  most  of  their  opportunities.  If  so, 
we  have  re-doubled  courage  to  carry  on  and  im- 
prove conditions  as  we  see  them  and  have  the 
finances  to  complete. 

I  submit  the  above  as  my  second  annual  report, 
the  thirty-sixth  in  the  series.

REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bowley,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Milf ord,  New  Hampshire : 

I  herewith  submit   my    third    annual  report  as 
Headmaster  of  Milford  High  School. 

Enrollment 

The  total  enrollment  through  January  31,  1941, 
for  the  school  year  1940-1941  was  397  as  compared 
with  388  last  year  and  402  the  year  before.  This 
shows  a  slight  increase  in  the  total  enrollment.  How- 
ever, our  present  enrollment  as  of  January  31,  1941 
is  377  pupils  compared  with  388  pupils  as  of  Janu- 
ary 31,  1940.  We  have  had  20  pupils  leave  school 
during  the  last  five  months,  most  of  them  trans- 
ferring to  some  other  educational  institution.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  52  seniors  contemplating  grad- 
uation this  coming  June  compared  with  only  38  of 
last  year.  The  membership  in  our  high  school  con- 
tinues to  show  a  slight  falling  off  in  attendance.  Of 
the  enrollment  January  31,  1941,  192  were  girls  and 
185  were  boys,  distributed  according  to  age  and 
grade  as  follows:

The  above  table  shows  that  15%  of  the  pupils  of 
the  classes  9  to  12  are  in  the  Academic  Curriculum, 
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34%  are  in  the  Commercial  Curriculum,  28%  are  in 
the  General  Curriculum,  and  23%  are  in  Mechanic 
Arts  Curriculum.  It  may  also  be  seen  that  of  the  115 
boys  of  classes  9  to  12,  49%  of  them  are  enrolled 
in  the  Mechanic  Arts  Curriculum,  whereas  41%  of 
the  boys  were  enrolled  in  the  same  course  last  year 
at  this  time.  At  the  present  time  all  courses  offered 
in  the  Mechanic  Arts  Curriculum,  cabinet  making 
which  is  offered  the  Freshmen;  general  shop,  Soph- 
omores; auto  mechanics,  Juniors;  and  electricity, 
Seniors;  are  under  the  George-Dean  set-up.  Under 
this  arrangement  the  classes  in  the  above  named 
courses  are  three  consecutive  hours  in  length,  and 
15  hours  per  week.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bowley,  Superintendent  of 
Schools: 

This  report  covers  the  health  work  in  the  Mil- 
ford  schools. 

The  routine  medical  inspection  was  made  by  Dr. 
W.  H.  W.  Hinds  during  October  and  November  of 
1940.  (The  result  of  the  inspection  is  presented  in 
the  school  physician's  report.)  In  the  Junior  High 
and  High  Schools  all  pupils  were  examined  more 
carefully  for  heart  condition  and  hernias.  It  was 
necessary  for  these  to  be  checked  due  to  an  active 
physical  education  program.  Those  with  such  de- 
fects would  either  necessarily  exclude  the  pupil 
from  activity  or  limit  the  activity. 

Visual  tests  are  being  done  at  the  present  but 
not  yet  completed.  The  usual  number  of  defects  is 
evidencing  itself. 

In  September  four  sessions  of  a  pre-school  clinic 
were  held.  This  was  conducted  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  and  was  attended  by  twenty-two  new  chil- 
dren and  six  former  patients.  Toxoid  was  given  to 
nine  new  cases. 

Many  contributions  of  clothing  and  some  cod 
liver  oil  have  been  distributed  to  the  needy. 

Children  and  parents  have  cooperated  and  are 
anxious  to  check  up  and  correct  the  particular  de- 
fects. 

Parents  and  teachers  must  not  hesitate  to  seek 
advice  in  regard  to  health  problems,  and  I  wish  to 
express  my  thanks  to  the  various  school  officials  for 
their  assistance.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Sewers 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  present  my  report  as  Superintendent 
of  SeWers  for  the  year  1940. 

In  addition  to  the  general  maintenance  work 
which  consisted  mostly  of  removing  sand  from  the 
main  sewers  and  building  and  rebuilding  manholes 
on  Amherst  Street,  the  department  was  confronted 
with  a  major  problem  of  re-locating  the  main  sewer 
line  from  Nashua  Street  to  the  river,  which  was 
formerly  located  under  the  Milford  Motor  Company 
building  and  has  been  giving  us  trouble  for  some 
time. 

The  town  of  Milford  had  a  right  of  way  through 
land  of  C.  H.  V.  Smith  for  this  sewer  line  which  did 
not  prohibit  the  Milford  Motor  Company  from  build- 
ing their  building  over  said  right  of  way,  when  they 
acquired  the  property.  In  order  to  make  a  larger 
parking  space  in  the  rear  of  their  building  they 
filled  in,  covering  the  sewer  pipe  to  a  depth  of 
thirty-two  feet,  which  made  it  impossible  to  get  at 
it  to  make  any  repairs. 

We  decided  that  something  should  be  done  be- 
fore the  new  road  on  Nashua  Street  was  completed. 
We  purchased  a  piece  of  land  from  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Company,  between  C.  H.  Gault's  house  and  the 
Milford  Motor  Company,  carrying  the  main  sewer 
lines  across  the  river,  meeting  another  pipe  running 
through  the  so-called  island.  In  order  to  do  this  we 
had  to  pick  up  four  different  sewers,  bringing  them 
into  one  manhole  and  from  this  manhole  down  over 
the  bank  and  across  the  river  on  stone  piers.  We  had 
no  appropriation  for  this  work  and  it  had  to  be 
carried  as  an  over-run  on  sewer  construction.  This 
item  will  be  noted  in  the  selectmen's  report  as  spe- 
cial sewer  account. 
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We  also  built  the  storm  sewer  on  Adams  Street. 
We  may  have  to  put  in  one  or  two  more  catch 
basins.  The  coming  year  we  should  extend  the  sewer 
on  George  Street  as  far  as  King  Street  before  the 
highway  department  completes  their  job  of  re- 
surfacing.

Of  the  Deaths  in  town  in  1940,  16  were  carried  out  of  town  for 
burial:  Amherst,  4;  Andover,  Mass.,  1;  Bennington,  Vt.,  1;  Cam- 
bridge, Mass.,  2  (for  cremation) ;  Epping,  1 ;  Nashua,  1 ;  North 
Montpelier,  Vt.,  1;  South  Portland,  Me.,  1;  Wilton,  3;  Winchen- 
don,  Mass.,  1. 

Nineteen  were  brought  from  away  for  burial.  Some  were  long 
ago  residents. 

Of  the  44  deaths  recorded,  1  was  over  100;  1  between  90  and 
100;  4  ibetween  80  and  90;  11  between  70  and  80;  11  between  60 
and  70;  5  between  50  and  60;  3  between  40  and  50;  and  8  under 
30.  Of  these  deaths  20  were  Male  and  24  Female.  One  or  both 
parents  of  14  were  born  in  other  countries. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  a  town  are  one  of  its  most  important 
records,  not  merely  for  today  but  for  generations  to  come.  If  ev- 
eryone would  see  to  it  that  the  records  of  their  own  families  were 
fully  and  correctly  filled  out  on  the  Marriage,  Birth,  and  Death 
certificates  when  handed  in,  it  might  be  of  great  use  to  them  or 
their  descendants  at  some  future  day,  and  a  great  help  to  us  in 
making  out  the  records  of  today. 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  foregoing  returns  are  correct  accord- 
ing to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief.
